Our problem is made even 
the more difficult because a pros- 
perous Japan must depend upon 
raw materials from Manchuria and 
North China.

CROSSING FATALITIES 
FEWER THIS YE\R 

Fatalities resulting from high- 
way-railroad grade-crossing acci- 
cents in the first eight months of 
1948 totaled 968, a decrease of 182 
compared with the corresponding 
period of 1947, according to a re- 
port by the Bureau of Transport 
Economics and Statistics of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission. 
In the same eight months of the 
current year a total of 2,491 per- 
sons met injury in these accidents, 
against 2,594 in the similar period 
of last year. 

In the month of August, this 
year, 109 persons were killed as 
a result of highway-railroad grade- 
crossing accidents, compared with 
97 in the same month a year ago.

All forms of exercises are good, if not overdone, and keeping 
in the open never did anybody any harm. 


But there is an element of danger in skating that cannot 


take very long for nature to freeze a shallow sheet of water so 
that it is perfectly safe for skaters, but it often requires a con- | 
siderable time to put a safe surface on deep waters, or on rapid- | 
ly moving currents, such as on rivers. 

People often cannot be sure that the ice on a pond, or a} 
river, is thick enough for safety, and many times one doesn’t 
even stop to think. Hence, so many accidents. 

It is good news that steps are being taken here to eliminate 
some of the dangers. As was the case last year, skate fans may 
use the surface at the Sacred Heart school in perfect safety, | 
and a new skating area is also being prepared close to the west- 
erly bleachers of the football field at Punchard High school. 
Such a spot will, of course, be kept clear of snow, too, which is 
not usually the case on ponds and rivers. So, if the winter is a 
cold one, there should be plenty of safe skating, no matter how 
much snow we have.

The department of public utili- 
ties was established to control and 
regulate those utilities which are 
considered to be for publie con- 
venience and necessity. These are 
gas, electricity, water, railroads, 
telephone and telegraph, and bus 
lines. The department is run by a 
board of five commissioners, ap- 
pointed by the governor and con- 
firmed by the council for five-year 
terms, of which one is appointed 


| by the governor as chairman. 


Under these commissioners the 
department is divided into eight 
divisions. The division of engin- 
eering, which is the largest and 
perhaps the most important, is not 
only charged with the inspection 
of utility companies, but also with 
the setting of rates. Their in 
spectors, for example, make ap- 
praisals of all gas, electric, and 
water plants. They continually in- 


|spect bridges and curves on’ bus 


and railroad routes. They make 
analyses of capital expenditures, 
improvements and betterments of 
utility companies. 

Originally the gas, electric, and 
water utilities were in a division 
by themselves, but recently by 
legislative action these utilities 
were brought under the engineer- 


/ing division. 


The setting of rates in utilities 
is the most important and at the 
same time the most difficult task 
for this division. Upon petition of 
the company they recommend or 
disapprove rate changes on bus 
routes, railroad lines, telephone 
exchanges, gas charges, both com- 
mercial and domestic; electricity 
charges, both commercial and 
domestic; and water charges. All 
questions of rate changes, of 
course, must according to statute, 
be discussed at a public hearing 
before the commissioners. 

The railroad and bus utility 
division under the supervision of a 
director, is charged with the in- 
}spection of buses, the licensing 
and inspection of drivers of buses, 
and the over-all operation of rail- 
roads, street railroads, and bus 
lines. A bus line for example, 
must have from this division a 
certificate of public convenience 
and necessity, but before it can 
obtain such a certificate each bus 
line must get a license from the 
town or towns through which it 
plans to operate. When it has re- 
ceived this license it must then 
petition this division for a certifi- 
cate of public convenience and 
necessity. A public hearing on 
this petition must be held before 
approval can be given by the com- 
missioners.
